Personal property taxes 


are ‘easy’ say officials 


Paddock Publications has been doing a little bit of snoop­ 
ing this week about the personal property taxes that some 
people religiously pay and others do not., 
It all started when the editor received the accompanying 
letter from an Arlington Heights reader. 
For the answer a reporter visited the township assessors 
of three northwest townships. 
Here is the consensus and A L 
D entinal 
practices of these men: 
M5KS 
Person°' 
At the recommendation of property taxes 
the county assessor’s office 
there will be no tax levied on 
household furniture, 
except on 
possible TV sets or other m ajor 
items. Even then, the responsi­ 
bility of listing such deluxe items 
is up to the tax payer who files 
his schedule. 


NO 
ASSESSOR 
is going to 
drive past your place looking for 
TV antennas or enter your home 
to check up on w hether your 
household goods are good, m edi­ 
um or bad. Cook county assessors 
w ill content them selves in assess­ 
ing 
only 
autom obiles of those 
who reside w ithin corporations 
and the livestock and farm m a­ 
chinery, including trucks of the 
farm ers. 
The assessors are furnished by 
the county office w ith a schedule 
of fair assessm ent values for au­ 
tom obiles. On account of the 40% 
additional that is added in Cook 
county by the 
state board of 
equalization, the lqcal assessors 
assess cars at less than the re­ 
com m ended rate. 
For instance 
here are the values placed last 
year on three popular m akes of 
cars:

THESE VALUES are not bad 
for the m an who files a schedule 
or at least signs the schedule that 
the assessor has helped him to 
make out. A fter the state board 
adds the 40% the values are:

But the m istake that so m any 
people m ake is not to answ er the 
request of the assessor to file a 
schedule. Here is the result after 
the assessor adds 50% to his orig­ 
inal estim ate and the state adds 
its 40% to the new total.

Thus an ow ner of an autom o­ 
bile cuts off his nose to spite his 
face and then hollers to the skies 
about the exorbitant p e r s o n a l 
property tax that he is “not going 
to pay. 
If he happens to reside in O u­ 
t a g e county he knows darn well 
th at if he does not pay, a judg­ 
m ent will be slapped against his 
property. 
* 
The delinquent personal pro­ 
perty taxpayer there is first sent 
a w arning letter requesting pay­ 
m ent. If this notice goes unheed­ 
ed, the taxes are put under a new 
system known as 
the “Distress 
W arrant” m ethod of collection. A 
w arrant is served upon the tardy 
payer in person in the same m an­ 
ner as a summons or a subpoena. 
Then, if the paym ent is still not 
forthcom ing, 
the 
county 
goes 
about selling sufficient personal 
property to satisfy the am ount of 
taxes and penalty due. 
Taxes are collected for virtual­ 
ly ;*il personal property in Du- 
Page. County Collector Jack De­ 
Rosa has just released his 1952 
personal p r o p e r t y assessment 
schedule and, as usual, it includes 
such varied item s as dogs, bowl­ 
ing balls and mink.

FARMERS AS A rule pay more 
than their share of personal pro­ 
perty tax. They are required to 
report on the num ber of cows, 
farm m achinery, trucks, etc. Some 
of the local farm ers pay a lot 
m ore 
personal 
property 
taxes 
than do local business firms. Very 
few of them throw their personal 
property tax bill into the waste 
basket. 
The reader in the letter asks 
about old timers. 
He would be 
surprised if he saw some of the 
schedules that these so called 
“old tim ers” fill out, listing the 
bonds and m ortgages 
that they 
hold and 
which 
are the only 
source of income they have. 
The 
honest assessor uses his 
judgm ent in cutting down such 
over-listings. 
He is supposed to 
equalize assessm ents and not al­ 
low a sm all group of honest peo­ 
ple to be 
assessed more than 
their share. 
Frankly, Paddock Publications 
believes that the personal pro­ 
perty tax should be throw n off 
the books, w ith the possible sub­ 
stitution of a state income tax, as 
is levied in Iowa and some other 
states. 
Such a tax against the wage 
earners would relieve the owner 
of real estate 
and cause m any 
who throw aw ay their tax bills 
to share part of their tax respon­ 
sibility and to pay for the edu­ 
cation of their children. 
THE LAST STATE legislature 
passed a bill which required the 
publication of personal property 
delinquents in all counties in the 
state except Cook county. 
G overnor Stevenson vetoed the

Try it.

ARE SERVICEMEN G Y P S ? 


Every to often, tome national magazine sounds 


off about radio-television servicemen. 


"Servicemen are a bunch of gyps,” is the general 


theme. "They’ll clip you if you don’t watch out.** 


They might just as well write the same thing of 


doctors, lawyers, storekeepers, auto mechanics— 
or anyone else. There are gyps in every line. 
Actually, the percentage in radio is far lower 
than in most. 


The average serviceman—and I have met thou­ 
sands during 30 years in radio parts manufacture 
—is a hard-working, straight-shooting individual. 
Rather than gyp customers, he is far more likely 
to spend more time on a job than he knows he 
will be paid for—simply as a matter of personal 
pride in doing things right. 


The other evening, a friend’s TV set went bad. 


A serviceman called for it i n his truck and returned 
it in good working condition within 48 hours. 
His bill came to SIO for service plus $2.68 for 
replacement parts. 


My friend argued that this was too much—yet 


he would never dream of complaining to the 
medical specialist who charged him SIO for a 
15-minute office visit; the lawyer whose bill for 
writing a simple will was $75; or the garage man 
who, as my friend laughingly admits, charges 
$5 for "just raising the hood” of his car. 


In a large Eastern city having over 800,000 


TV receivers, the Better Business Bureau received 
complaints about service on only 1/10 of 1% 
of the sets in a year! Investigation showed that 
most of these came from folks who expected 
first-class reception in doubtful fringe areas; 
who tried to operate their sets without suitable 


•nteona#, or who had bought sets "wholesale" 
or at ridiculously low price# from cut-rate 
dealers who could offer little or no service. 


Actually, it takes almost as long to become a 


good serviceman as it does to train for any other 
profession. Beyond this, it calls for regular study 
to keep up with the constant stream of new devel­ 
opments. Also, it requires a surprisingly big 
investment in test instruments, manuals and other 
shop equipment.The modern radioor TV receiver 
is by far the most intricate piece of equipment 
the average person ever owns or uses. 


Servicemen are not fly-by-night businessmen. 


Ninety-nine out of IOO radio-television service­ 
men run their businesses properly. The other one 
per cent—the gyps—can usually be spotted a mile 
away. Nine times out of ten, they are the shops 
that feature ’’bargain” prices and ridiculously 
liberal service contracts. And their victims arc 
generally set owners who expea to beat the game 
by "getting something for nothing.” 


Good television sets or good TV service ara 


not things to be bought oo a "bargain counter” 
basis.

in visiting gave them a fine means 
of studying various methods. In 
many respects there is no substi­ 
tute for observation. Those prac- I 
tices which seem valuable may 
now be employed in many classes 
rather than in one or two. 
Each teacher turned in a report 
of what he or she had seen and 
done. These reports in turn are 
to be carefully studied and the 
important con'.ributions summar- J 
ized and made available to all 
teachers.

Auto casualties 


2 million in ’52 


Nearly two million casualties, 
the worst automobile accident toll 
in the nation’s history, were re­ 
corded in 1951, according to fig­ 
ures released by the travelers 
insurance companies. 
Last year’s traffic deaths to­ 
taled 37,100, an increase of 1600 
over the 1950 mark. The injury 
count scared to 1,962,600, more 
than 160.000 over 1950, the H art­ 
ford firm reported. 
MORE THAN 
13,000 persons 
were killed and 570,000 injured 
last year by drivers who were 
exceeding the speed limit, ac­ 
cording to the report. Excessive 
. speed was “far and away the 
most dangerous mistake in driv­ 
ing” in 1951. 
More than 11,000 drivers under 
25 years old were involved in 
fatal accidents and 416,000 more 
in personal injury accidents. 
Pedestrian experience in 1951 
is termed “an island of encour­ 
agement in last year’s ocean V>f 
accidents ” A comparison of 1951 
with 1950 shows that pedestrian 
deaths ivere “held 
in 
check” 
while injuries were reduced by 
nearly 9,000. 
OTHER FACTS: 
Saturday was the most danger­ 
ous day of the week to drive. 
More persons lost their lives 
during the hour from six to sev­ 
en p. rn. than in any other hour. 
Injuries hit their peak two hours 
earlier, from four to five p. rn. 
Ninety per cent of drivers in­ 
volved in 1951 accidents were 
males. 
Ninety-seven per cent of driv­ 
ers involved in 1951 accidents 
had at least one year of experi­ 
ence behind the wheel. 
Thirty-eight per cent of last 
year’s fatal acidents occurred on 
the open highway. 
There were 92 per cent more 
fatal acidents ort icy roads last 
year than in 1950. 


Hose spray cleans 
evergreens that 
have soot suits 


B etter look now, your ever­ 
greens may be wearing soot suits. 
Even if you live in the cleanest 
residential community, odds are 
there are deposits of soot on your 
foundation plantings. Both oil and 
coal furnaces are responsible. 
Like other living things, ever­ 
greens can do with a bath once 
in a while advises H. I. Spellacy, 
field representative of the Davey 
Tree Expert Co. But, you'll have 
to do the scrubbing since they 
can’t merely shake off the grime. 
In reality, all that s required is 
your trusty garden hose. Turn on 
a strong nozzle spray and the 
w ater will wash away the soot. 
This spring cleaning is more 
than just a sprucing up for your 
decorative trees. The w ater helps 
them back to more glowing grow­ 
ing. It removes two serious im­ 
pediments in the natural living 
processes of the trees. 
For one, soot interferes with 
transpiration of the leaves. This 
is the breathing process. For an­ 
other, it cuts down on the sun­ 
light necessary for photosynthe­ 
sis. This is the process by which 
the plant transforms elementary 
foods from soil and air into us­ 
able plant foods. 
Mr. 
Spellacy further advises 
against 
using strong soaps or 
chemicals in the cleaning process. 
Detergents will do no damage if 
used sparingly. However bv get­ 
ting close to the tree and hosing 
it thoroughly from top to bottom, 
you can do a pretty good job of 
cleansing with cold water. At the 
bottom of the plant, point the 
spray upward. 
At the top vice- 
versa. Trie hosing may do double 
duty. During the season when red 
spiders are present, the greatest 
part of this pest population prob­ 
ably will be washed away. These 
are hardy insects seemingly im ­ 
m une to DDT.

Transplanting evergreens need 
special care for the best results 
# 
You 
don’t 
need 
a 
“green 
thum b” to transplant evergreens 
But a little extra effort and the 
right care often make the dif­ 
ference between success and fail­ 
ure. 
H. 
R. 
Kemmerer, extension 
landscape specialist at the Illinois 
college 
of 
agriculture, offers 
these suggestions to make your 
transplanting a success. 
FIRST OF ALL, the best time 
for transplanting is in the spring, 
from the time the ground is dry 
enough to work until the leaves 
begin developing. 
Pick a calm, humid, cloudy day 
to do the work, but don’t trans­ 
plant when the soil is wet. 
Most 
evergreen 
trees 
and 
shrubs are balled and burlapped 
that is, a ball of earth around 
the roots is enclosed in a burlap 
bag. If you can’t plant the ever­ 
green the same day it is deliv­ 
ered from the nursery, pack saw­ 
dust, peat, straw or dift around 
the ball to help cut down mois­ 
ture loss. 
SET THE TREE at least 
as 
deep as it was before transplant­ 
ing. It’s a good 
idea to dig 
down another two inches and put 
some top soil under the roots. 
Leave the burlap on the roots 
to avoid breaking the ball of 
earth during planting. It will de­ 
cay in a year and won’t affect 
root growth. 
When you fill the hole, firm 
the soil around the ball, being 
careful not to break the ball. 
After the hole is three-fourths 
full of firmed soil, fill it to 
ground level with water. When 
the water has soaked through, 
fill the rest of the hole with top 
soil, but don’t firm it. 
LEAVE THE SOIL level a lit­ 
tle lower than the ground sur­ 
face to form a catch basin for 
rain water and the water you 
add. Then put one-half inch of 
peat, ground corncobs, or other 
mulching material on top of the 
soil around the plant. 
If you run into poor subsoil 
while digging, keep the 
poorer 
soil in a pile separate from the

How should tenant 
pay for hay made into 
grass silage? 


When a tenant buys first-crop 
alfalfa from his landlord to make 
into grass silage, the price m ight 
be based on estim ated yield of 
dry hay per acre. 
T hat’s the answ er of J. 
B. 
Cunningham , farm tenancy speci­ 
alist in the Illinois college of 
agriculture. 
Cunningham says hay or other 
roughage to be fed on the farm 
should not com mand the sam e 
price as first-class hay on the 
m arket. The fertility stays on the 
farm, and the landlord assumes 
no risk of w eather damage. 
The specialist points out that 
the price arrived at m ay be dif­ 
ferent in each individual case be­ 
cause so much depends on the 
local m arket for roughage, the 
usual cash rent for hay and pas­ 
ture land and other provisions in 
the lease.

Soil conservation 


can up production 


W ith farm ers of 
the 
North 
Cook county 
soil 
conservation 
d tstrict being asked to increase 
their 1952 feed grain production, 
Elm er Wente. chairm an of the 
district governing body, pointed 
out that conservation farm ing is 
the best and surest way to reach 
these new national defense goals. 
“’And it is the only safe way,’ 
he added. 
“This increased production,” the 
Chairman said, “is vital to our 
defense effort. There is a special 
need for feed grains and forage 
crops. 
"SOIL CONSERVATION m eth­ 
ods such as those recommended 
by our local soil conservation dis­ 
trict are the best way of m eet­ 
ing these production goals,” he 
explained. “Records in our local 
office show, for instance, that 
corn yields can be increased sev­ 
en bushels an acre simply by 
planting it on the contour with 
the proper use of lime and fer 
tilizer. Reports from experim ent 
stations prove strip cropping has 
increased yields 20 per cent and 
terracing has added IO bushels 
of com an 
acre to 
previous 
yields. 
“I have read statem ents made 
by Dr. Robert M. Salter, chief of 
the U. S. soil conservation serv 
ice, which show th at crop yields 
in the U. S. could be increased 
from 60* to 75 per cent if all 
farm ers would use 
the 
right 
com bination of the m ethods we 
already know ab o u t The general 
use of our 
present 
fertilizers, 
seeds, equipm ent and conserva­ 
tion methods of farm ing would 
produce that much increase. 
"I BELIEVE 
this 
is 
true 
throughout the country and cer­ 
tainly ifs true here in the North 
Cook county soil conservation dis­ 
trict. 
“These 1952 production goals 
should be m et but not at the 
cost of dam aging our land. For­ 
tunately 
this 
isn’t 
necessary. 
Spring is at hand and I hope 
every farm er of our district will 
rem em ber as he turns the first 
furrow that the way to greater 
production and 
more 
personal 
profit from his work is the soil 
conservation district way.” 


Oats do not ‘run 


out’ genetically 


Oats do not “run out” over the 
years and decline to a lower 
yielding, generally poorer varie­ 
ty, says O. T. 
Bonnett, 
plant 
breeder in the Illinois college of 
agriculture. 
Oats are self-fertile and there 
is alm ost no cross pollination be­ 
tw een varieties. So there is vir­ 
tually no 
chance for 
genetic 
changes which would affect per­ 
formances. 
W eather, fertilizers, 
seedbed and other physical con­ 
ditions are some of the reasons 
w hy oat varieties perform differ­ 
ently in various seasons. 
Bonnett says the oat variety 
called Sixty-D ay has been grown 
at the U niversity of Illinois since 
1905 except for tw o years. For 
the first IO years, average yield 
was 58 bushels; for the second IO 
years, 54 bushels; for the third 
IO years, 64 bushels; and for the 
fourth IO years, 61 bushels. 
Bonnett says sixty-day has not 
“run-out” in yield, instead, it has 
increased. Morover, both the high­ 
est and the lowest yields for 
any one year w ere grown in the 
10-year period of highest average 
yield. 
Bonnet emphasizes that these 
differences in 
average 
10-year 
yields are due mainly to w eather 
and growing conditions and not 
to any change in the genetic 
m akeup of the variety.

Says Farmers May Pay $45,000,000 To 
Feed Hog Roundworms This Year 


Farmers use duplicate assessors 
form to aid check on future taxes 


QUINCY, ILL.— If you raise IOO hogs this year, then chances are 
that your feed bill for the worms in those hogs will be at least $50.00. 
That’s the estimate of Dr. W. P. Elmslie, noted livestock nutritionist 
and co-discoverer of the sodium fluoride method of worming pigs. Here's 
how he arrives at his estimates: 
Packers generally agree that more than half of the hogs they receive 
for slaughter are 'wormy.” And each worm, according to the state and 
federal tests, robs the hog of at least one pound of feed. Dr. Elmslie 
believes that a conservative estimate of the worms harbored by each 
wormy hog is 25. 
That means each wormy hog needs 25 pounds of additional feed for 
his worms. With feed figured at 4 cents a pound, th at’s a SI feed bill. 
Actually, you’ll find many livestock men who say the feed bill is much 
higher, and some scientists estimate it as much as $5 for each moderately 
wormy hog. 
Rut, at only $1 each, the national feed bill for worms runs into 
astronomical figures, Dr. Elmslie points out. As farm ers will market 
about 90,000,000 hogs this year, the feed for worms very probably will 
cost them more than $45,000,000! And this does not include the death 
loises due directly to worms, or the cost of the additional time required 
to feed out each wormy hog. 
As director of research for the Moorman Mfg. Co., Dr. Elmslie has 
supervised thousands of experiments in worming pigs since he helped 
discover the value of sodium fluoride as a hog worm anthelmintic many 
years ago. He cautions against heavy dosages because sodium fluoride 
is highly toxic. To offset this toxicity he has developed a three-day 
feeding treatm ent that is not toxic to hogs, but is to worms. More than 
53,000,000 pigs have been wormed by the Elmslie-Caldwell method. 
The best way to cut down on the huge worm feed bill is to practice 
ultra-strict swine sanitation, says Dr. Elmslie. However, because a 
single female worm can lay 26 to 27 million eggs, one wormy hog might 
easily infest an entire herd. For this reason, and because you can’t tell 
if a pig has worms by looking at him, Dr. Elmslie recommends treating 
them with a safe, effective expeller as the one way to be sure the pigs 
are free from worm damage.

Clean grains pay off for farmers 


Farm ers will gain dollars by 
keeping wheat clean and insect- 
free. On infested wheat, dockage 
at the country elevator will run 
as high as 60 cents a bushel, 
warns Capper’s Farmer. 
The federal food and drug ad­ 
m inistration’s campaign for clean 
flour is reaching down to the 
country elevator, points out the 
nationally-circulated farm maga­ 
zine. The elevator shipping in­ 
fested wheat will receive consid­ 
erably less for it than it would 
bring as wheat to be milled for 
flour. That means operators will 
not be taking in weevily wheat 
from farm ers without discounting 
it severely. 
Newly harvested grain is clean. 
Contamination occurs after har­ 
vest in farm bins, country and 
term inal elevators, and boxcars

storage 
program: 
Clean 
bins throughly. 
If old 
wheat is to be held, put it in 
a bin where insects can’t migrate 
to the new wheat.

And the wheat may have to be 
sold for animal feed at a loss 
of as high as 60 cents a bushel. 
Cleaning up to control rodents 
will make another saving. It is 
estimated rats and mice destroy 
between 5 and IO per cent of 
farm-stored wheat and corn in 
addition to contaminating much 
of the grain that remains.

The spittlebug may become a 
serious pest of hay crops in Illi­ 
nois if it acts the same as it 
did in Ohio, where more than 
100,000 acres of 
clover 
were 
treated with BHO, lindane, and 
toxaphene for the control of the 
pest in 
1950 and 1951. It has 
been increasing in Illinois for 3 
years and has now assumed 
a 
role of m ajor 
importance 
in 
twenty or thirty eastern Illinois 
counties. Tests in 1951 showed 
4hat yields of hay were decreased 
about 400 pounds average 
per 
acre due to the feeding of these 
spittlebugs. 
A survey of spittlebug adults 
in the fall of 1951 showed that 
the infestation in 1952 may be 
the worst in first year hay crop 
fields (those in grain in 1951). 
All indications are that the in­ 
festation and damage in 1952 will 
be worse than it was in 1951.

A week from Saturday the Palatine Relays will have its 
20th birthday. It does not seem like 20 years ago that Carl 
Megel, then head coach of the Palatine Pirates, got the idea 
of an invitational track meet early in the season. He called 
Jack Grose of Arlington Heights, Paul Clark of Barring­ 
ton, Larry Crawford of Libertyville, Larry Dale of Wood- 
stock, J. C. Trapp of Bensen­ 
ville, and Owen Metcalf of 
Crystal Lake, and arranged 
for the meet the last Saturday 
of April. P a l a t i n e ’ s well 
drained track is always ready 
for meets before any others in 
the ^area and the schools were 
glatr for the chance at some early 
competition. There were no med­ 
als or ribbons and Libertyville 
came out on top. .The Wildcats 
were in a period when they were 
winning the Northwest 
confer­ 
ence rather consistently and a big 
boy named Dale Burnett was na­ 
tional winner in the shot and 
runner-up in the discus. 
Carl Megel, who started 
the meet, moved to 
Chicago in 1935 
The second year 
Libertyville 
won again, a few more schools 
entered, and Megel got a bargain 
on some close-out medals and had 
some awards for the best boys. 
In the spring of 1935 with the 
third meet coming up Megel was 
offered a teaching job 
in Chi­ 
cago and the track coaching and 
management of the meet fell into 
our lap. In those days the coaches 
brought their entries with them 
and got together to draw for 
heats and lanes. We well remem­ 
ber the arguing and haggling

Orville E. Hodge, nominated 
April 8 by vote of the people 
of Illinois for state auditor, was 
a first-term member of the Illi­ 
nois house of representatives just 
five years ago, a political un­ 
known outside of Madison coun­ 
ty. 
In five short years the name 
Hodge 
became 
well 
enough 
known and respected to win han­ 
dily the nomination for a major 
state office from a field of seven 
which included the president of 
the statewide organization of Re­ 
publican county chairmen. How 
come? 
The 100% assessment laws had 
been in effect one year when 
the 1947 Illinois general assem­ 
bly met. Local taxes had al­ 
ready increased d r a s t i c a l l y 
throughout the state, were cer­ 
tain to skyrocket unless some­ 
thing was done. Hodge success­ 
fully sponsored a bill in 
the 
house for the taxpapers’ federa­ 
tion of Illinois and other citizen 
organizations to restore ceilings 
on local tax rates for a five-year 
period. T. MacDowning success­ 
fully guided it through the sen­ 
ate. The Hodge-Downmg act of 
1947 was the result. 
At the 1951 session, Hodge and 
Downing again went to bat for 
the taxpapers to pass a new 
Hodge-Downing act prepared by 
the taxpayers’ federation to pro­ 
vide the best possible perma­ 
nent protection that could be 
devised against 
tax 
increases 
without referendum. 
The name Hedge became known 
throughout the state as a re­ 
sult — and known favorably to 
the taxpayers. 
Charles Carpentier, who has 
proved himself time and again 
to be one of the best friends of 
the taxpayers in the Illinois Sen­ 
ate, won the nomination for sec­ 
retary of state from a field of 
four which included a politically 
potent former state treasurer. He 
would probably have won by a 
bigger vote if he had capitalized 
more in the campaign on his re­ 
cord as a champion of the tax­ 
payers’ cause. 
There’s a moral to these suc­ 
cess stories. Labor vote? Farm 
vote? Irish vote? Polish vote? 
Racial vote? Perhaps, but there’s 
one common denominator that 
each and every 
individual 
in 
these blocs has, and every house­ 
wife and other individual has 
too. They’re all paying pratically 
a third of their income in taxes. 
They’re paying higher direct tax­ 
es, and they’re buying govern­ 
ment in the price they pay for 
food, clothes, shoes and housing. 
They’re all becoming increas­ 
ingly aware of it too. They want 
better govemmen at less cost.
